The Improvf^niiiit in Human lIoaltb« 

In result of a Bomewhat large a<v 
qnaintaooa with the facti held to indi- 
cate the state and progreM of human 
health, " I fear my testixnonj mu«t bo 
given to show tliat the improvement 
effected by ticieuce conaista iuaproloug- 
fttion of the pandTe endtmnoe of life, 
rather than an extension of the perioil 
of true vitality, or any increiiRO oi the 
opportunity for good work and re il in- 
tellectual enjoyment. We may live ' 
longer, but our lives are not either hap- 
pier nor more usefid for the excessive en- 
ergy recently devotod to the conserva- 
tion of liealth, or the inordinate and 
laborious means taken to avoid disease 
and death. It may, doubtless, bepossi* 
ble to raise hulnanity io the level of one 
of those Rcientific tors which approxi- 
mate perpetual motion, but expend 
their Wnole force in moving themselves. 
Whether longevity purchased at the prioe 
of passing a lifetime in running awjiy 
from death would be worth huvinj/, I 
must leave to be determined by the 
judgment of those who set a value on 
our so-ealled sanitary progress, which 
1, for one, fail to recognize. 

I think men wore lia])pier and bettor, 
and lived nobler lives, before the j>ersuit 
of health and the yearning for longevity 
became a craz(% almost amounting io 
madness. What to eat, diink anrl 
many eircumstuneos, 1 i side tlie nature 
of food, which exert an iiitluen(te on the 
process of digestion. First and foremost 
among these is the quantity of food 
taken ; for tlie eflieient ] ( rformaneelu* 
healthy digestion thestoniaeh should oi 
fairly filled, but not distended. Dr. 
Beaumont's experiments showed that a 
certain bulk was neccBsary for the per- 
formance of healthy digestion. This 
fact hah long bcn n known by practical 
experience to uueivilized nations. Thus 
the Eamschatdales are in the habit of 
mixing earth or sawdust with the train 
o\\ on which alone they arc frequently 
j< du<uMl to live, and the Veddahs, or 
wild hunters of Ceylon, on the same 
principle mingle the noimded fiber of 
soft and decayed wood nith the honey 
on whieli they feed when meat is not 
procurable. The time which has elapsed 
since the last meal was taken should, for 
the effectual performance of digestion, 
be eutlicient to insure the stomach being 
quite clear (»f food. The amount of ex- 
ercise taken previous and subseouent to 
the meal is not withontito influence - 
gentle exercise being favorable and 
over-exertion injurious to digestion. 
Then there is the state of mind, tran- 
quillity of temper being apparently es- 
sentiaf to quick and easy digestion. In 
addition may be mentioned the state 
of bodily health and the state of the 
weather. 



Esquimau Dogs, 



Bome interesthig details concerning 
the habits of Esquimaux dogs are given 
by Dr. BeRHel. j iie instant haltiscalled 
by the driver the do^^^s throw themselves 
to the ground with their snouts between 
their fore paws ; they rise again to stretch, 
and then lie down again at once. Two 
Newfoiindland dogs, which belong to 
the Polaris pack, gvuduiilly assumed 
similar hal>its, but belore lying down 
they always tamed round and round in 
theur resting-place, like all dogs, except 
the Esciuimaux breed, for t!ie author 
never saw an Esijuimaux dog do this, 
Mr, Darwin, as will be remembered, 
has explained this habit of nmninground 
before lying down, invariably to oe ob- 
served in other domestic dogp, ns a sur- 
Tival of the instinct of the wild aneentor, 
which leads him to form a bed in the 
grass by this means. Every one has 
heard of the extraordinary voracity of 
the Esquimauq dogs ; tliey will even 
sometimes snap ofli' a piece of their 
master's flesh if carelessly expobed. 
One day on board the Pblarii, the 
porcelain door-handle of one of the cab- 
ms fell off, with the usual square rod of 
iron attached to it. Five or six of th* 
' ' dogs made a rush at it there was a 
momentary struggle, the dogs were 
hastily driven away, and the door-knob 
was already swallowed. The dog that 
ate it was none the worse, nor the han- 
dle either, in the end. An Esquimaux 
told the author that the following were 
the points to be noticed in selecting a 
'good dog : A broad breast, •sliort ears, 
strong legs large feet, low loins, a^d a mod- 
ivately long tMl« The tail most not bend 
too near its root, aa thia abowt th* Idbu 
Io be wealb— ;ASiAire.
